This is a diplomatic way of saying that 
the idea of a world revolution to achieve 
Communism has not been abandoned: even 
yet, at least by some of Russia's leaders, 
Bevin nor anyone 
else outside the walls of the Kremiin knows 
how strong this idea “is there today? 


ONE THING is clear—world Communism 
has not advanced according to the 
original schedule. If ever Communism, or 
any other powerful doctrine of revolution, 
had a chance to spread that chance lay in 
the vacuum left by the collapse of Europe 
a year ago. Many Russiahs must have be- 
lieved, and many people in the western world 
had no doubt that into this vdeyum Com 
munism would pour irresistibly. It did not 
In every free election held in Europe 
since the war the Communist parties failed 
to secure a majority, They elected the 
largest group a few days ago In Czecho- 
slovakia. They swept Yugoslavia and Bul 
garia, but not in what we would call a free } 
election. They failed. In the test of the 
Franch constitution and they suffered. a 
sharp setback in the recent French election. 
They badly. beaten in Ttaly. Com; 
munism did not prove to be the wave of the 
future.
